“A JUDGES’ PAVILION AT A RACE 
COURSE” 


The Judges’ Stand is a two-story pavilion. The 
first floor is 18 inches above the track, and has one 
room for the use of the clerk of the scales, whose duty 
it is to weigh in the jockeys with their saddles and 
bridles after the race, with a platform around it for 
the jockeys to await their turn to be weighed. 

The second floor is a room for the use of the three 
judges, which should have as much glass area as pos- 
sible. ‘The second floor should be reached by an out- 
side stairway and should have a platform partially 
roofed over. ‘The entire composition shall not exceed 
24 feet by 24 feet in plan. The structure should be so 
designed that it interferes as little as possible with the 
view of the spectators.

“A FILLING STATION” 


On the principal open square of a large town, it is 
proposed to erect a filling station where passing mo- 
torists may obtain supplies, the services of expert me- 
chanics, as well as refreshments. It is desired to have 
it of sufficient dignity to conform with the existing 
buildings on the square. The site is a rectangular 


block between two minor streets, with a frontage of 

200 feet on the square and 150 feet in depth. 

The requirements are: 

a. <A garage of not less than 3,000 square feet, is to 
have a storage space for automobiles and general 
working space containing the skids, oiling and 
greasing pits, etc. 

b. A showroom for automobiles of not less than 1,200 

square feet, where new models can be displayed. 

Accessories room and office, about 800 square feet. 

d. A small restaurant and lunch counter with ser- 
vices complete, of not less than 2,000 square feet. 

e. Space for two runways with space for three pumps 
for each runway, which may be under cover if 
desired. 

f. Rest rooms and toilet rooms. 

All of the above are required to be on the ground floor.

CLASS “A” IV. ESQUISSE-ESQUISSE 
“AN AGRICULTURAL SCHOOL” 


A State Government has set aside, in the midst of 
a gently rolling farming country, a tract of land for 
the establishment of an Agricultural School. It is in- 
tended that this institution shall provide not only the- 
oretical instruction but a certain amount of practical 
and experimental work as well. The buildings required 
for this purpose shall occupy a plot 1,200 feet in length 
and 800 feet in width, with a uniform slope of one 
in 24 along the greater axis. 

A. Theoretical Division: 

1. A building or group of buildings. This will con- 
tain the classrooms, of which there shall be at least 
two, each of 900 square feet. In addition there shall 
be provided a large auditorium for purposes of assem- 
bly. The classrooms and the auditorium shall be ac- 
companied by suitable small conference rooms, offices, 
studies for the professors, lavatories, etc. 

2. A gallery or portico uniting and giving access to 
the following: 

(a) Botanical Department, to include a large hall 
of 1,000 square feet for work with the microscope, a 
small physics laboratory, several small study rooms. 

(b) Agricultural Department. 

(c) Forestry Department. 

(d) Entomological Department. 

(e) Department of Animal Husbandry. 


The four last named departments each require a 
small laboratory, a hall for exhibiting photographs, 
specimens, etc., and a study for the professor in charge. 

B. Practical Division: 

1. A group of buildings providing two or three 
general chemistry laboratories, not less than 500 square 
feet each, a study for the professor, and one or more 
general storerooms. 

2. A greenhouse. 

3. A large shed to house agricultural machinery, 
implements, etc.

Sturgis defines a crypt as “A room, whether used 
merely as a place of burial and reverenced when con- 
taining the ashes of a sanctified person, or used as an 
oratory or chapel’; and further, he says, by extension 
of the use of the word, ‘“‘A story beneath the pavement 
of a larger or more important upper church. It fre- 
quently happens that the crypt remains from such an 
earlier building, and that the newer structure has been 
built around and above it without serious alteration 
of the old crypt. On this account much of our knowl- 
edge of the earliest Romanesque architecture is de- 
rived from these small, generally simple, and much- 
frequented sanctuaries.” There were often one or more 
altars, and sometimes even small chapels jutting out 
from the main portion of the crypt. The wall treat- 
ment generally showed the stone work; and at times 
frescoes were used. 

This problem is the design of such a crypt. The 
room is to be used for small services and is to have 
stone vaulting in the early Romanesque style, it may 
have intermediate columns for support. ‘The greatest 
dimension in plan must not exceed 60 feet. There is 
to be an altar, and small chapels or apsidols may be 
used if desired. There will be a Saint’s tomb in the 
crypt and stairs of access for the Saint’s day.

FONTAINBLEAU SCHOOL OF FINE ARTS 


This school, which operates under the Beaux-Arts Institute of Design, was founded six years ago and is 
the idea of Lloyd Warren and Ernest Peixotto, who saw the immense benefits accrued to those of the Amer- 
ican Expeditionary Forces who attended a school of similar character after the armistice in 1919, of which one 
was the director and the other the instructor in painting. Its purpose is to take care advantageously of the many 
pupils, and even of the instructors, of this country who are willing to give up their summer months of vaca- 
tion to an outing which can but prove profitable in an atmosphere that for centuries has been artistic and 


cherished for the very beauty of the surroundings and the names of its patrons and creators. 


While there, enjoying great liberty, they have for advisors masters of French art of the very strongest cali- 
bre in architecture, in painting, fresco and sculpture. Their ateliers and workshops are situated in the Chateau 
of Fontainebleau itself, while they are lodged with the inhabitants of Fontainebleau in their homes and take 


their meals in common at a charming refectory built expressly for this purpose. 


In a school, it is not only necessary that the masters be of the best; what is as important is the quality and 
ability of the students attending; this, by force of circumstances, has been growing stronger and stronger each 
year as the school has become better known, until last year in those enjoying the privilege one can find but 


little opportunity for improvement. 


The greatest virtue of the school lies in the fact that the pupils are taken care of intelligently. No time 
is wasted after landing in France in becoming oriented or learning the ropes. An atmosphere has been created 
which, while American, misses no essential of the foreign element. Annoyance is avoided and life is made easy 
for those who want to work hard, as well as for those wishing for a change and rest without wasting their time 
in futile pursuits or in making any great effort. In short, one can take one’s own particular calling to heart 
most seriously or else steep oneself in any of the sister arts with profit. Last year one hundred and ten students 
matriculated, which is about the limit. The results and possibilities can be judged from illustrations which will 


be found in the accompanying pages.
